The trade in hardware and cutlery, says the report, has expanded 
steadily, and the improvement has been shared by ali the principal 
articles, with the exception of agricultural implements, which were 
imported to a slightly less extent, probably on account of the large 
imports of the previous year. The imports of enamelled ironware 
were the largest during the decade, and amounted to 318,717 rupees, 
an increase of 71 per cent. over those of the previous year. The 
steady development of this trade in recent years is an indication of 
the growing preference for articles of enamelled ware for domestic 
use over those of brass and copper. Austria-Hungary takes 75 per 
cent. of this trade and Germany about 17 per ecnt. 

The trade in lampware has steadily risen in the last four years from 
226,000 rupees to 275,270 rupees, the increase being no doubt due to 
the increasing consumption of mineral in preference to vegetable 
oils. 


The Report by the Chief Collector of Customs in Sind on the 
—— maritime trade of that Province during 1911-12 
mvaone whl states that the imports of cutlery amounted to 

P 216,525 rupees, as compared with 238,681 rupees 

in 1910-11. This decrease is due to the imports from Germany

The new canal on 
the Right Bank will have a total length of 1094 miles, with a head 
capacity of 1,500 cubic feet per second. It will deliver water to four 
branch canals and to sixty-three distributaries. The capacity of the 
existing Left Bank Canal will be increased in order that it may 
utilise a share of the additional supply to be stored in Lake Whiting. 
The two canals will command on either bank a gross area of 874,500 
acres or 1,366 square miles, of which it is proposed to irrigate 
annually 231,000 acres, including an area of, 41,000 already irrigated 
by the existing cana]. ‘The works will probably take about eleven 
years to complete.

Departmental Committee on the Stowage, Launching and Propulsion 
of Ships’ Boats. 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed a Committee 
to advise him, in the interests of safety of life at sea, with regard to 
methods of stowing, launching and propelling ships’ boats, and other 
kindred matters. 

The reference to the Committee is to advise :— 

(1) As to what are the most efficient arrangements for stowing 
boats on steamships of all classes, for launching them in an 
emergency, and for embarking the passengers and crew. 

(2) As to whether, and if so, to what extent, mechanical propulsion 
can with advantage be adopted either in addition to, or in substitu- 
tion for, propulsion by oars and sails. 

(3) As to the question of rafts, and, in particular whether, if of 
approved character, they should be allowed in substitution for boats ; 
and if so, to what extent and under what conditions. 

(4) Whether, independently of the foregoing, the Committee 
desire to make any recommendations with reference to the above 
mentioned matters which would in their opinion contribute to the 
safety of life at sea.

Mexico, Ensenada.—The following information is from the report 
by the British Vice-Consul at Ensenada (Mr. W. D. Madden) on the 
trade of that district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :-— 

The foreign trade of the Ensenada district is practically all with 
the United States of America, but there must necessarily be a great 
change as soon as the Panama Canal is available. Ensenada will 
then be well within 25 days of Kurope by an all-sea route. During 
the last two years the imports and exports of the district show a 
healthy increase of from 10 to 25 per cent. The increase should be 
more for the ensuing year, because of increased industry consequent 
upon improved shipping facilities. The increase will be principally 
in farm machinery, fencing wire, irrigation pipes, cement, lumber, 
cottons, general household furniture and utensils, clothing, wines and 
spirits, tinned and preserved food of all kinds, dairy products and 
hardware.

PROGRESS OF THE PANAMA CANAL: 
Probable Effect on Commerce. 


Adverting to the notice on p. 649 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 29th September, 1910, relative to the progress of work on the 
Panama Canal, the following information on the subject is from the 
report by the British Acting Consul at Colon (Mr. H. O. Chalkley) on 
the trade of Panama in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

On 3rd May, 1912, the eighth year of American canal construction 
ended, and ships will probably be able to pass through the Canal 
towards the end of 19138, although the official opening has been set 
for lst January, 1915. The first three years of occupation were 
devoted largely to organising a working force, providing a healthy 
living place for Canal workers, developing plans for the excavation 
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Progress of the Panama Canal. 








and construction, and procuring plant and equipment. Actual 
working operations have progressed with a remarkable absence of 
serious impediments, beyond slides at Culebra Cut, which have only 
increased the amount of excavation to be done. The total amount 
excavated to the end of the eighth year was 168,486,884 cubic yards, 
and the amount remaining to be excavated is 26,836,495 cubic yards, 
of which a little more than half is to be removed by dredgers at the 
Atlantic and Pacific terminals. Concrete work on the locks at 
Gatun, Pedro Miguel and Miraflores is almost completed, and the 
task of erecting gates, building emergency dams, placing the valves 
that will control the flow of water, and installing the machinery 
required for working the various parts has been begun. Studies 
were completed during the year for the terminal docks at both 
entrances to the Canal ; at the Atlantic entrance one new pier is being 
constructed, and the plans provide for four new piers as the need 
arises; a dry dock is being built at the Pacific entrance, and work on 
it, and on the quay walls surrounding it, has been commenced; a 
project for a series of piers extending into the anchorage basin 
leading into the Canal is being considered. Plans for lighting the 
Canal by beacons and buoys have been approved and the work begun. 
With the completion of the Canal, a matter of months rather than 
years, attention 1s being directed to its probable effect on shipping 
and commerce, but until the United States Congress has fixed the 
tolls to be charged and the method of working the Canal when 
completed, it is impossible for the various mterests concerned to 
conelude their arrangements, and indications point to the probability 
of some time elapsing after the opening of the Canal before commerce 
adjusts itself to the use of the new route. No approximate calcula- 
tion of the shipping which may be expected to pass through the 
Canal is possible until the tolls are fixed. Apart from communica- 
tion between the eastern and western seaboards of the United 
States, the only shortening of routes of importance to Europe is 
from and to the west coast of North and South America. On these 
routes it will undoubtedly be advantageous to send ships through 
the Panama Canal, but comparatively infrequent sailings will 
satisfy the needs of the traffic; and, with regard to North America, 
it remains to be seen what effort the railways will put forth to hold 
their traffic. Whether the nitrate trade, the export of greatest im- 
portance from western South America, will be entirely diverted from 
its present route depends largely on the tolls charged.

On 31st December, 1911, railways were in course 
of construction, either directly for account of the State, or with State 
guarantee, for a total length of 2,626 kilometres, the estimated cost 
of which, when completed, amounts to 340,000,000 pesos currency ; 
of this sum 174,000,000 pesos had been already expended, and the 
balance will be spread over a period of three years. 

The Arica-La Paz Railway (see p. 147 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 20th April, 1911) is progressing satisfactorily and will 
be completed and opened to traffic during the present year. 

On the Longitudinal Railway (see p. 690 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th March, 1912) rails are laid over an extent of 364 
kilometres on the section from Cabildo to Copiapo (Southern Section) 
and that distance is open to traffic; a further 88 kilometres will shortly 
be opened. On the section from Pueblo Hundido to Lagunas 
(Northern Section) 189 kilometres are open to traffic, and a further 
length of 126 kilometres has been completed and will shortly be 
opened. | 

The total length of State-owned railways in Chile actually open 
to regular traffic at the end of last year was 3,192 kilometres. At the 
same date the total length of lines other than State railways was 3,183 
kilometres, and concessions had been granted for the construction of an 
additional 322 kilometres. (C. 6,514.)

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GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 3rd August states that a report has 
recently been issued on tin mining in the district 
Tin Mining. of Windhoek, from which it appears that tin ore is 
found there only in granitic rock or pegmatite. 
These pegmatite veins are intermingled almost exclusively with mica- 
slate, not with the harder kinds of granite, and their thickness varies 
from a few inches to 90 or 100 feet. Only a small portion is tin 
bearing, the ore containing quartz, feldspar and mica, The rock con- 
taining the greatest quantity of mica has proved to be the richest in 
tin ore, and it is from such beds that blocks of ore weighing half a ton 
and over have been obtained. ‘Tin ore is only to be found in relatively 
small limited sections of the beds, and frequently the presence of rich 
tin-bearing ore near the surface has dispensed with the need for 
probing to any considerable depth. Although no definite opinion can 
yet be expressed as to the presence of tin below the surface, it is 
thought that tin-bearing ore exists at very considerable depths, but 
great expense would be entailed in getting to it. The best tin-pro- 
ducing districts up to the present are at Otjimbojo and Neineis. It 
is hoped to export from Neineis this year tin ore to the value of about 
£7,500, and during the next few years the production is estimated 
at an annual value of £15,000 to £20,000. 





FRANCE (MADAGASCAR). 


H.M. Consul at Antananarivo (Mr. T. P. Porter) reports that 810 tons 
of graphite were exported from Madagascar during 


a the first five months of this year. ‘The total 
—_— exports for last year amounted to 1,246 tons as 
compared with 545 tons in 1910, and 200 tons in 1909. (C. 6,645.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) quotes from a 
recent issue of the American “‘ Economist ” to the 
Motor Car effect that the automobile industry in the United 
Industry. States is thought to be overdone. Several inci- 
dents during the past two or three years have given considerable 
justification for this idea, though in the main the business has grown 
and prospered all the time. The embarrassments of certain large 
manufacturing companies were generally caused by a big trade calling 
for a larger working capital, a want which was met by the capitalists. 
Seemingly unbiassed authorities now declare that, while certain 
makers have more orders than they can fill promptly, there are others 
who have large numbers of machines on hand, and on the whole there 
is probably a considerable excess supply. Some manufacturers have 
announced their 1913 models rather later than usual, owing to the 
large number of 1912 models which they have on hand. The cutting 
of prices is common, as the liberality of makers in taking old cars in 
part payment tends to show.

H.M. Consul-General states that it is believed by United States 
motor-car manufacturers that the home consumption is about as 
large as can be expected at present, and as conditions are favourable 
the manufacturers are devoting special attention to the export trade.

UNITED STATES (PANAMA CANAL ZONE). 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Consul at Colon (Mr. H. O. Chalkley) on the trade of Panama in 1911, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


Mineral rights in the Canal Zone are reserved to the United States 
Government. It is stated that quicksilver exists. 
The Canal geologist has examined the so-called 
“coal” deposits in the zone, and has reported that 
it is certain that no coal of any commercial importance will ever be 
found within the Canal Zone, and that the local lignite shale beds of 
Culebra Cut, and at other points, have no commercial value whatever, 
because of their very high percentage of ash and high content of 
water.

NETHERLANDS. 


According to the ‘‘ Deutsches Kolonialblatt” (Berlin), quoting from a 
Kapok Trad report by the German Consul at Amsterdam, 61,449 
Pow rade bales (each weighing 4@ kilogs.) of cleaned kapok 
m E001. and 2,335 bales of uncleaned kapok were imported 
into Amsterdam in 1911, and 3,000 bales of cleaned kapok were 
imported into Rotterdam during the same period, making a total of 
66,784 bales, as against 67,175 bales in 1910, and 67,377 bales in 
1909. Adding the 926 bales left over from last year’s stock, the 
total amount available was 67,710 bales (compared with 82,005 bales 
in 1910). Of this quantity 63,016 bales were sold. The prices per

JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice on p. 434 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22nd February last, relative to an 
agreement amongst the Japanese cotton spinnin 
oven Sera cnaeniies to mse working for four days “al 
ouayes. nights during each month, H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports, under date 16th July, 
that the Committee of the Japan Cotton Spinners’ Association, have 
decided that from October next each company will be at entire liberty 
to observe what holiday it pleases. It is not thought that the output 
will be very much increased by this decision, because all the large 
companies will probably continue to give their employees the four 
days per month now in force. It is estimated in the local press that 
the increase will be somewhere about 4,000 bales. (16,562.)

RUSSIA. 

The ‘‘ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 27th July states that the 
Flax Crop good weather which prevailed during the first two or 
Prospects three weeks in June was succeeded by unfavourable 

weather towards the end of that month. The 
temperature became cooler almost everywhere, and fell quite low 
during the nights. The rain was not warm enough in the dry flax 
districts, and injured rather than helped cultivation. In the soft flax 
districts, especially in the Smolenski Government, there was no rain 
for two weeks, and this, together with the cool weather and prevailing 
winds, has had a bad effect on the flax fields. Almost everywhere 
cultivation is backward; late flax particularly is in a poor state. 

The hopes that this year’s flax crop would exceed the average have 

considerably diminished. 








RUSSIA (TRANS-CAUCASUS AND TURKESTAN). 


The “Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) of 30th July 
Cotton notifies that a Bill was passed on 8th July sanction- 
Growing ing theexpenditure during 1912 of asum of 218,000 
roubles for the purpose of promoting cotton growing 
in Turkestan and the Trans-Caucasus. This grant will be apportioned 
as follows :—150,000 roubles for the purchase of land and putting it 
under cultivation, 50,000 roubles for the purchase of and experiment- 
ing with different varieties of cotton seeds, and 18,000 roubles for 
the purpose of increasing and instructing the staff on the plantations.

DENMARK. 


According to the “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 27th July, 

there is an all-round improvement in the condition 

Crop Report. of this season’s crops in Denmark, due to the 

favourable weather. Neither rye nor wheat is 

expected to yield a large harvest, but oats and barley are expected 

to produce good crops. The hay crop has suffered from rain in 

some places, but potatoes, turnips and sugar beet have, on the 
other hand, improved owing to the same cause. 


GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) reports, under date 26th 
— July, that the 1912 crop of rye in North-East 
; A th-Fast Germany is a good one, both in grain and straw, 
“ G * ean ge the weather having been favourable and no 
—— damage done either by drought or “‘ uredo”; the 
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harvest was, at that date, proceeding under favourable weather con- 
ditions. It is feared that the lack of rain will prove harmful to the 
wheat. Oats and barley have suffered considerably from drought. 

If the hot weather continues there is little prospect of a second 
hay crop. Hot weather and drought have unfavourably affected the 
potatoes in sandy ground and they are shrivelling up. (C. 6,671.) 





NETHERLANDS. 


With reference to the notice on p. 713 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 27th June relative to the condition of 
Crop Conditions. the fruit crops in the Netherlands, H.M. Consul at 
Rotterdam (Mr. H. Turing) reports that a state- 
ment, issued by the Dutch Ministry of Agriculture on 12th July, 
shows that the condition of the various fruit crops may still be 
described as satisfactory on the whole, particularly pears, which 
promise an abundant crop. The yield of apples will not be as large 
as was expected as they have apparently suffered from night frosts. 
Plums and peaches will yield a very disappointing crop, excepting in 
the Bangert district, where the prospects are very promising. Fruit 
in general is commanding high prices throughout the country; the 
prices of vegetables, on the other hand, appear to be dropping. 

A considerable increase is noted this year in the area sown with 
peas, potatoes, sugar beets and garden seeds, but there is less than half 
of last year’s acreage of caraway seed, and the areas under barley, oats, 
buckwheat, beans, flax and canary seed also show decreases. The rain- 
fall in June and the subsequent dry, warm weather in July have hada 
beneficial effect on most cereals, and reports are now good from most 
districts. Flax is reported as being from fairly good to good in 
Zeeland and good to very good in other districts. The prospects of 
the potato crop have improved of late and conditions are now satis- 
factory, very little disease being reported. Sugar beets have also 
improved and the prospects are now satisfactory beyond expectation. 
The outlook for the onion crop is moderate in North Holland and 
North Brabant, but good in South Holland and Zeeland. The heavy 
rainfall in June materially assisted the growth of grass, and abundant 
pasture is available. (16,568.) 





AUSTRIA-HUNGARY (BOHEMIA). 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 25th July states that the 
flax crop of Bohemia promises excellent results as 
Flax Crop. regards both quality and quantity. Stems 39 
inches long are not uncommon. As much as 

28 hellers per kilog. (about 14d. per lb.) has been paid for raw flax.

On the authority of the German Consul in Chicago, the ‘‘ Nachrichten 

Production of fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 18th July states that the 
g Beet Seeds seeds used in the United States sugar beet 

_— ’ industry have hitherto been imported almost 
exclusively from abroad, principally from Germany, and in a much 
smaller degree from Austria-Hungary and Russia. Experiments 
have, however, been carried out this year on a large scale on farming 
stations in Wisconsin, Michigan, and in several other States, and 
the results were so successful as to encourage the belief that the 
seeds necessary for beet growing can be produced in the country. 
Indeed it was officially stated, as a result of these experiments, that 
the seeds produced in the United States gave better results than those 
imported from Europe. Should the growers of beet eventually render 
themselves independent of European seeds it is anticipated that it 
will give a great impetus to the American sugar beet industry. 





CUBA: 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 30th July states, on the 
authority of the German Minister in Havana, that 
Tobacco Crop. the Cuban tobacco crop for the year ending 
April, 1912, amounted to 353,195 bales (terctos), 
which came from the following tobacco growing districts in the 
proportions specified:—Vuelta Abajo 135,630 bales, Semi Vuelta 
12,322 bales, Partidos 97,999 bales, Remedios (villas) 105,474 bales, 
Matanzas 52 bales, Puerto Principe 27 bales, Santiago de Cuba 1,691 
bales. The 1911-12 crop suffered considerably from the excessive 
heat, the total quantity of tobacco produced being about 20 per cent. 
less than in 1910, when the crop yielded 441,523 bales. 
The comprehensive irrigation scheme formulated by the Govern- 
ment for the entire island (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 11th 
May, 1911, p. 275) is still in its preliminary stages.

ARGENTINA, 


According to the “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 25th July, 
experiments have been carried out during the last 
two years in the Province of Corrientes with the 
cultivation of the fibre plants, Caraquata and Ibird. 
The results are such as to warrant the production of these plants on 
a large scale. The fibres are extraordinarily strong, but the strength 
varies, and the fibres require carefully sorting out by the use 
of suitable machines. Compared with East African sisal hemp the 
colour of the fibres in question is not quite light enough, but this 
may be overcome by bleaching or vigorous washing. It is anticipated 
that very large quantities of these fibres can be produced as soon as 
the proper lines for the cultivation of the plants’have been decided 
upon, so that eventually there should be a good demand for fibre 
stripping machines. In conclusion, the “ Nachrichten” states that 
there should be excellent opportunities in Argentina for the working 
up of these fibres into rope, sacking and kindred materials.

GOLD COAST. 


In his report on the trade of the Gold Coast during 1911 the 
Comptroller of Customs at Accra states that the 
Trade in 1911. total value of the imports during that year was 
£2,903,168 (exclusive of specie and of the values 
of free goods imported over the inland frontiers), an increase of 
£119,702 as compared with 1910. The material expansion in general 
imports continues steadily, and this side of the Colony’s trade appears 
to be prosperous and promising. A satisfactory feature is the excellent 
balance of £708,313 in favour of the value of commercial exports 
over the value of commercial imports for 1911. 
The principal increases in values of imports in 1911, as compared 
with 1910, were as follows :—

The reasons assigned for these increases are, , briefly, as follows :-— 
Coal, to increased use by the mining companies and also by the 
Government railways and water works; hardware and cutlery, to 
general expansion including increased trade in Ashanti ; provisions, 
to increased trade in Ashanti and increasing demand generally for 
imported foodstuffs, notably tuned goods ; timber, to increased demand, 
especially at Accra, in connection with improved dwelling houses and 
stores ; beads, to increasing trade in Ashanti and improving purchasing 
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power of the people due to agricultural prosperity: gin is to some 
extent supplanting rum, due partly to being packed in more 
convenient packages for inland transport; soap, earthenware and 
tobacco, to general trade expansion and prosperity of the people. 

The total value of the sea-borne exports in 1911 (excluding specie) 
was £3,471,309, as compared with £2,613,919 in 1910, an increase 
of £857,390. The following figures show the quantity and value of

BELGIUM.

was a falling off in production. There was little desire to reduce 
prices, especially in view of the considerably increased cost of produc- 
tion due to the labour strikes in the spring.

TRADE RETURNS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The monthly Accounts relating to the Trade and Navigation of the United 
Kingdom for the month of June, 1912, have been published. The accounts 
which are issued on the 7th or 8th of each month, may be purchased* at a 
cost, in the present instance, of ls. 4d. per copy. 

Attention is further called to the fact that the first volume of the “ Annual 
Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions” for the year 1911 has been issued (see notice on next 
page), and may be purchased* at a cost of 5s. 5d. This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements of imports and exports 
of each article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
_ countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the charge of system for a further 
limited period.

* Section 8 of the Corn Returns Act, 1882, provides that where returns of 
purchases of British Corn are made to the local Inspector of Corn Returns in any

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Works. 


211. Smiths and Rivetters making frames for hanging bells and 
clappers for bells. 

Carpenters making bell wheels and pulleys and hanging bells in 
churches and other buildings. 


212. Workmen erecting Organs in buildings. 


Any representations with reference to any of the above applications 
may be made in writing to the Umpire, by, or on behalf of any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, 8.W., on or before 
August 23rd, 1912. 

Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decision on the above applications on or after August 26th, 1912. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS. 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any perrons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade, 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

708. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly— 

(1) In making wicker and cane basket bodies for use on 
invalid carriage frames ; (2) In making wicker and cane bodies 
for use on side-car chassis; (3) As fitters of wood and ironwork 
for above-mentioned basket bodies and side-cars; (4) As black- 
smiths and strikers making fittings and frames for invalid 
carriages and parcel basket handcarts. 

710. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the preparation 
and erection of pulpits, reredos, fonts, which are fixed to the 
buildings. (Application 182). 

712. Workmen employed by a firm of manufacturers of colliery 
trams, and engaged in the manufacture of iron, steel, or wooden coal 
trams or tubs for use underground in coal mines. 

714. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly as masons, machinists, 
marble polishers, labourers, sawyers and letter cutters on stone work 
in connection with buildings, or in fixing such stone work to 
buildings, and not engaged wholly or mainly in the preparation or 
dressing of stone for monuments of a simple character, such as are 
ordinarily found in cemeteries, or for mural tablets, or in fixing such 
monumental! stone or tablets to buildings. 

715. Workmen employed by a firm of brewers’ and distillers’ 
engineers, and engaged wholly or mainly as coppersmiths in the 
manufacture and repair of machinery, including copper vessels and 
pipes connected therewith. (Application 177.) 

716. Workmen engaged in making gyroscopes and other appa- 
ratus for use in torpedoes. (Application 108.) 

720. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in— 

(1) Making, including painting, farm water carts ; 

(2) Repairing farm machinery, &c. 

725. Workmen employed by builders and contractors, who are 
engaged in building or construction of works, and who may be 
incidentally employed as— 

(1) Brick dressers, engaged in dressing old bricks ; 

(2) Concrete breakers ; 

(3) Can boilers, engaged in boiling water for operatives. 

728. Workmen employed by a firm of electrical and general 
engineers, and engaged wholly or mainly— 

(1) In the manufacture of transformers (excluding the 
coil winding) ; 

(2) As toolsmiths, toolmakers. 

729. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making ventilator 
cowls for ships. 
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731. A workman employed in a mechanical engineering estab- 
lishment wholly or mainly by way of manual labour as a tester of 
water meters and other hydraulic fittings. 

736. Workmen employed by a Town Council, and engaged wholly 
or mainly in painting water vans, scavenging and slop carts and 
other vehicles, or in painting buildings. 

739. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in dressing, machining 
and painting axle boxes, axle box fittings and bearings. 

740. Workmen engaged in building upon the site constructional 
work, such as fire escape staircases, fireproof doors, iron roof work, 
switchboard galleries for electric stations, etc., and the preparation 
of the material for such on site or in a constructional yard or shop. 
(Application 187.) 

742. Workmen employed by a firm of bifurcated rivet manu- 
facturers, and described as toolmakers. 

744. Workmen engaged on electro welding repairs to steam 
boilers, steel castings and other iron and steel structures, being 
mainly repairs to boilers of steam vessels. 

745. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in repairing locks in 
and about railway station buildings. 

746. Brass founders and other brass workers engaged wholly or 
mainly in the casting and machining of brass trolley wheels for tram 
cars. 

749. All classes of labourers employed in factories and workshops 
or in yards or stores immediately connected therewith, when the 
aforesaid factories or workshops are wholly or mainly engaged in 
carrying on any of the trades set out in Schedule VI. of the National 
Insurance Act, 1911.

This decision supersedes decision No. 446. (‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 18th July), so far as it relates to ship 
models of the kind made for the use of shipbuilders.

not employed wholly or mainly on repairs to buildings or machinery. 

713. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly as moulders, casting 
clay models for stone carvers and sculptors, and not employed wholly 
or mainly on buildings. 

717. Workmen engaged in the construction of wooden vats for 
brewers. 

718. Workmen engaged in making wood articles, candles, brass 
and silver work for church use (not being ironfounding). 

719. Persons employed in the manufacture of billiard tables, 
fittings and accessories, including the manufacture of gas and electric 
fittings for same, but not including the installation of gas and electric 
light in billiard rooms. 

721. Workmen employed by a firm of linoleum manufacturers, 
and engaged in the work of—

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726. Workmen employed in making or repairing electrical 
manufactures for torsion meters and other light instrument work. 

727. Workmen employed by a firm of electrical and general 
engineers, and engaged wholly or mainly in making movable 
electrical cooking and heating apparatus. 

730. A workman described as a scientific instrument maker, and 
engaged in assembling electrical measuring, testing and recording 
instruments. 

732. Workmen employed in an iron and steel works, and wholly 
or mainly engaged in making tools for puddlers and mill-men. 

733. Persons engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
wooden barrows. 

734. Workmen employed by a town council, and engaged wholly 
or mainly in painting park seats, gymnastic apparatus, lamp columns, 
street orderly bins, &c., and cleaning windows. 

735. Workmen employed by salt manufacturers, and described 
as—(1) workmen engaged in the repair of salt pans or vats; 
(2) joiners and sawyers, making salt moulds and tools to be used 
in making salt of various kinds; (3) workmen engaged in making 
and repairing railway wagon sheets and tarpaulins. 

737. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
stained glass for windows and for cabinet makers’ work. (Applica- 
tion 81.) 

738. Workmen engaged in laying asphalte or tarred macadam on 
the yards of, and the paths leading to, buildings. 

741. Joiners making tool chests and varnished cases for small 
tools, such as stocks, dies, &c. 

743. Workmen engaged in making the parts of Fire Extinguishers, 
putting them together, and finishing them. 

747. Workmen employed by a firm of Cement Manufacturers, and 
engaged in repairing rotary and other kilns used in the manufacture 
of cement (not being buildings). 

748. Workmen employed by a local authority, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in repairing the furnaces of refuse destructors. 

752. Persons engaged in making bricks by hand or machinery, 
and burning same in chamber kilns. 

753. Workmen employed on an estate, and engaged as woodm n 
in planting and felling trees, cleaning ditches and waterways, and 
pruning and planting hedges, erecting and taking down wire fences, 
making duck ponds, &c., repairing drives, walks, &c. 

755. Workmen employed by a firm of Ironfounders, and engaged 
in porcelain enamelling on baths and other castings at the works 
(except in so far as any part of the work may be covered by decisions 
re ironfounding). 

756. Workmen employed by a firm of Electro Platers, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in the work of electro-plating, enamelling 
and lacquering miscellaneous metal goods. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
